A visit to the Farnesina Collection {collection of contemporary art) is planned at the end of the first day

(18:30 p.m.). The visit will last about one hour.

A short description of the Farnesina Collection

Established in 2000 at the initiative of the Secretary General, the Farnesina Collection is a collection of
contemporary art of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and International Cooperation and whose creation
was meant to emphasize a specific design intent of the Ministry.

In this regard, the work carried out by various scientific committees has significantly contributed to
create a selection of works of particular importance for the history of Italian art of the twentieth century.
The choices made have focused on historical figures of the first half of the twentieth century, ranging
from Futurism and Metaphysics to the return of figuration, as well as the protagonists of the Second
World War, until the last decades of the century, between New figuration Anachronism and
Transavantgarde. In recent years, the Farnesina Collection has been enriched with a number of works of
protagonists of the Italian art scene of the second half of the twentieth century, with a closer look at the

latest art styles and movements.
